Promises  Promises 


The  following  article  is 
a  brief  that  I  had  the 
privilege  to  present  to  the 
Erindale  College  Council  at 
its  last  meeting.  The 
proposals  will  be  voted  on 
at  the  next  meeting. 
Towever,  I  cannot  take  full 
I  edit  for  the  work  only 
lat  of  organizing  all  of  the 
information  collected  by 
the  Bubble  Co-ordinating 
Committee. 

A  Bubble  Brief 

We  at  Erindale  College 
are  suffering  greatly  from 
the  lack  of  a  large  meeting, 
multi-purpose  area.  For 
athletics  once  the  snow 
falls,  all  that  we  have  is  the 
Colman  Garage.  It  is 
possible  that  we  will  even 
lose  the  Garage  next  y§ar  to 
be  replaced  by  a  re-styled 
physics  shed.  In  the  winter 
our  beautiful  football-soccer 
field  is  not  usable  nor  are 
our  volleyball  or  tennis 
courts.  The  Physics  Shed  is 
hardly  a  compensation.  All 
meetings  of  a  large  scale  like 
the  E.C.C.  or  the 
Symposium  have  to  be 
tightly  scheduled  into 
Room  292  around  classes, 
dramatics  and  the  Cine 
Club.  In  short,  for  what  we 
are  aspiring  to,  we  have  not 
adequate  facilities. 

This  year  our  men's 
basketball  team  played 
championship  ball  in  their 
league.  The  Renison  College 
Invitational  banner  is  ample 
proof  of  that.  Our  men's 
volleyball  team  played  right 
up  to  the  semi-finals  in  the 
ntra-mural  league  before 
^faulting  out.  The  lacrosse 
;am  also  played  extremely 
well.  The  girls  athletics  were 
almost  as  successful  in  their 
endeavors  this  year.  Yet  our 
teams  spend  more  time  on 
buses  and  in  cars  going  to 
off-campus  gyms  than  to 
play  and  practice. 

If  Erindale  has  the  Hart 
House  gym  for  basketball 
between  l  :00  and  l  :45  a 
total  of  forty-five  minutes 
playing  time,  travelling  time 
involved  can  be  as  high  as 
one  hour  and  a  half.  Not 
only  is  it   costly  to  shuttle 


people  around  but  the  time 
lost  and  classes  cut  makes 
the  sport  most  unattractive, 
particularly  to  spectators. 
This  of  course  is  not  to 
mention  that.  Hart  Hoifse  is 
totally  inadequate  for  the 
population  of  the  St. 
George  Campus  let  alone 
the  expanding  populations 
of  Erindale  and 
Scarborough. 

This  year,  our  Athletic 
Dept.  spent  $600  on  gym 
rentals  for  practices  and 
games.  As  the  methods  of 
transporting  the  teams  to 
the  different  gyms  was 
varied,  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  travelling  expenses  is 
not  available.  But  it  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  the 
$600  was  spent  last  year 
and  will  probably  increase 
as  our  population  increases 
next  year. 

We  feel,  therefore,  that 
it  is  not  unrealistic  for 
Erindale  to  have  a 
temporary  athletic  facility, 
until  the  construction  of  the 
second  phase  of  our  new 
College  building  is 
complete.  At  present,  that 
completion  date  is 
September  1972  barring  any 
construction  strikes  or 
slowdowns.  Contracts  by 
the  way,  are  due  to  be 
negotiated  in  the  summer  of 
'71.  At  best,  we  feel  that 
Erindale  will  not  have  an 
athletic  facility  for  three 
years.  That  means  that  with 
a  population  of  better  than 
two  thousand,  we  will  still 
have  to  bus  people  all  over 
South  Peel  to  gyms  or 
athletically  stagnate  in  the 
winters  to  come. 

We,  of  the  Bubble 
Co-ordinating  Committee 
propose  that  with  the 
consent  of  the  Erindale 
College  Council,  we 
purchase  an  air-supported 
structure  that  we 
affectionately  call  the 
Bubble  and  that  appropriate 
financing  be  decided  by -the 
Council. 

We     have     no    specific 

design     in     mind     at     the 

present  time  but  a  144  foot 

by     124    foot    butble    will 
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We  have  met  quickly 
and  not  even  all  together 
since  the  election  but  we 
offer  you  a  brief  resume  of 
some  plans  for  the  start  of 
next  year. 

The  three  most 
immediate  plans  that  will 
occupy  S.A.G.E.  over  the 
summer  are:  What  will  we 
do  with  The  Colman  Place? 
What  sort  of  Orientation 
will  we  plan?  And  what 
about  Social? 

Besides  these,  we  will 
be  concerned  with  the  Used 
Bookstore,  Course 
Evaluations  and  so  on  but 
these  are  more 
straightforward.  It  is  on  the 
following  three  areas, 
however,  that  we  especially 
invite  your  comments. 

Colman  Place 

With  the  increased 
demand  for  on-campus 
housing  and  no  hope  for 
accommodation  in 
September,  it  seemed 
reasonable  for  it  to  be 
converted  to  another 
residence. 

However,  with  the 
evidence  obtained  in  the 
questionnaire  "Residence  of 
Student  Centre"  in  which 
160  students  voted  3-1  in 
favour  of  leaving  the  house 
as  it  is,  the  conversion  was 
defeated  in  the  meeting  of 
the  Erindale  College 
Housing  Association.  Now  it 
goes  to  the  Student 
Facilities  Committee  and 
will  be  debated  on  the  same 
grounds  with  the  E.CJ4.A. 
recommending  that  it  stay  a 
Student  Centre. 

Now,  if  our  hopes  are 
realized  and  Colman  Place  is 
left  as  a  Student  Centre, 
you  can  see  how  the 
responsibility  will  rest  on 
S.A.G.E.  and  the  students 
to  prove  that  it  can  work 
better  than  last  year. 

If  not,  when  the 
question  arises  next  year  (as 
it  certainly  will)  the 
argument  in  favour  of 
keeping  the  Colman  Place  as 
the  student  centre  will  be 
even  weaker  than  it  was  this 
year. 

Therefore  S.A.G.E.  will 


review  the  suggestions  on 
questionnaires,  welcome 
any  others  and  write  up  a 
short  brief  of  ideas  on  how 
it  can  be  utilized  more  fully, 
which  will  be  distributed. 

This  brief  will  also 
outline  what  sort  of 
measures  that  will  have  to 
be  taken  to  assign 
responsibility  to  individuals 
for  the  running  and  the 
upkeep  of  the  house. 

Orientation 

The  purpose  of 
Orientation  (would  there 
were  another  word!)  is  to 
acquaint  freshmen  with 
their  College. 

This  means  to  provide 
them  with  as  much 
information  as  possible 
about  what  Erindale  is  like, 
what  courses  and  freedoms 
are  available  to  them  and 
especially  how  they  can 
contribute   if  they  wish  to. 

The  other  equally 
important  part  of 
Orientation  is  to  meet 
people. 

The  first  facet  of 
Orientation  can  be  achieved 
by  mailings  in  August  and 
of  course  can  be  continued 
into  Registration  Week  in 
various  ways. 

The  second  half  of 
Orientation  can  only  be 
accomplished   in  one  week. 

How? 

Last  year  a  phenomenal 
amount  of  work  and 
planning  went  into  a  full 
week  of  activities  in  which 
the  philosophy  was  "to 
keep  'em  at  it".  The 
attendance  of  these 
activities  except  the  dance 
was  not  what  it  could  have 
been. 

Our  plan  for  a  different 
and  hopefully  better 
Orientation  will  be  as 
follows. 

1 .  Our  full  effort  will  go 
into  planning  three  really 
good  events  for  the 
Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights  of  the 
week. 

This  is  because  some 
students  keep  their  jobs 
during   that   week  and  also 
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ELECTIONS 

It  was  Tuesday  Night  at  Election  Central  (formerly 
Room  155)  and  the  tote  board  was  telling  the  grim  truth. 
Behind  the  board,  the  muted  voices  of  the  Chief  Returning 
officer  and  his  staff  .vas  a  continual  hum  and  served  to 
remind  the  hushed  crowd  that  Erindale's  political  future 
was  only  one  hour  away.

EDITORIAL 

RECOGNITION 


Just  minutes  after  the  results  of  the  S.A.G.E.  elections 
were  completed.  Eric  Miglin  congratulated  Bob  Rudolf  on 
his  victory.  Perhaps  here  we  see  a  spark  of  what  is  to 
happen  in  the  future.  With  the  strong  voting  response  that 
Hurd  and  Miglin  got  from  Erindale,  we  hope  that  we  are 
not  forgotten. 

People  keep  saying  that  in  the  next  elections  the  S.A.C. 
candidates  will  pay  more  attention  to  Scarboro  and 
Erindale.  What  we  should  be  crying  is  "Please  realize  that 
we  are  here  now!"  Too  much  time  and  effort  has  been 
wasted  in  the  past  only  touching  the  surface  of  what  the 
suburban  campuses  have  to  offer  tocomplement  St.  George.

WHAT  CLIQUE? 


A  few  days  before  the  elections,  a  number  of 
pamphlets  were  circulated  stating  that  the  people  who 
work  in  the  S.A.G.E.  -  ERINDALIAN  office  are  a  clique 
of  individuals  unwilling  to  talk  or  listen  to  the  masses.  It 
has  been  the  policy  of  S.A.G.E.  to  have  someone  in  the 
office  at  all  times.  Naturally  that  is  an  impossibility  when 
one  considers  the  number  of  meetings  that  the  members 
must  attend.  Even  after  most  of  the  daytime  students  are 
gone,  there  is  someone  by  the  phone  usually  until  10  p.m. 
or  1 1  p.m.  It  must  be  remembered  that  all  of  this  is  done 
without  compensation. 

Admittedly  at  times,  the  door  is  closed  to  keep  the 
noise  from  the  hall  from  disturbing  a  meeting  or  the 
production  of  the  ERINDALIAN  but  seldom  is  it  ever 
locked.  That  a  student  should  be  afraid  to  walk  in  and  ask 
what  is  going  on  is  absurd.  If  you  care  at  all  about  your 
money,  you  should  have  no  fear  of  the  people  that  you 
elect  to  spend  your  money.

A  total  of  52%  of  the  student  body  voted  in  the 
election,  and  (of  all  people)  chose  Bob  Rudolf  as  the  new 
president.  Would  one  consider  the  founder,  former  editor, 
now  news  editor  as  one  of  the  clique?  With  whom  does  the 
truth  lie?

Social  events  like 
dances  can  be  held  instead 
of  'cramping  a  band  and 
many  people  into  the  Junior 
Common  Room.  Our 
dramatic  enterprises  can  be 
done  on  a  much  larger  scale 
due  to  increased  rehearsal 
space,  larger  staging  areas, 
and  a  greater  audience.  The 
innovative  possibilities  of 
the  Bubble  are  almost 
limitless. 

Our  head  of 
maintenance,  Tedd 
Whit  well,  has  told  us  that 
cleaning  the  Bubble  will 
present  no  problems  as 
there  are  no  internal  struts 
or  parts  to  deal  with.  The 
Bubble  will  even  make  exam 
time  easier  from  his  point  of 
view  as  the  great  number  of 
examination  tables  will  not 
have  to  be  split  up  into 
smaller  rooms  as  is  the 
present      prac  tice.

security  office  informed  us 
the  policing  presents  no 
problem  as  the  Bubble  is 
easily  included  in  the 
regular  rounds. 

Much  to  our  delight, 
the  Mississauga  Fire 
Marshall  has  given  his 
whole-hearted  approval  to 
the  Bubble  and  the  planning 
board  has  no  restrictions  on 
air  supported  structures. 

The  idea  of  a  Bubble 
dome  is  not  a  new  one.  In 
Sweden  the  first  bubble  was 
inflated  nine  years'  ago  and 
still  stands  today.  All  over 
Europe  bubble  structures 
are  being  u  sed  for 
gymnasiums,  swimming 
pools,  hockey  rinks, 
warehouses  and  meeting 
halls.  Here  in  Ontario,  Trent 
University  has  acquired  a 
bubhfe  for  its  athletic 
facilities.  Their  population 
this  year  was  fifteen 
hundred,  just  what  our 
proposed  population  is  next 
year.  At  Trent,  they  had 
encountered  the  same 
problems  that  we  have  and 
used  a  bubble  to 
accommodate  them. 
Toronto's  own  Boulevard 
Club  has  a  Bubble  over  its 
tennis  courts  to  have  tennis 
all  year  round. 

An  estimated  cost  of 
the  bubble  the  size  that  we 
would  require  was  given  to 
us  by  Bob  Woods,  a 
representative  of  Span-Air 
Ltd.  of  Don  Mills.  His 
estimate  of  $70,000.00 
covers  all  construction  of 
the  perimeter  apron 
necessary  to  hold  the 
bubble  down,  the  price  of 
the  blowers  to  keep  it  up, 
the  heaters,  lighting,  and 
doorways  plus  the  initial 
installation.  This  cost  is 
only  a  rough  one  as  the 
structure     is    custom    built 


cost  varies 
depending  on  the  number  of 
variables  that  the  individual 
customer  requires. 

Financing  of  the  bubble 
could  be  met  in  many  ways. 
Last  Thursday,  we,  through 
the  use  of  a  questionnaire, 
received  the  support  of  240 
students  for  a  division  of 
the  SAC  levy  for  the  St. 
George  Campus  Centre. 
Since  then,  we  have 
discovered  that  the  $l  5  levy 
will  not  be  imposed  until 
after  the  feasibility  study 
on  the  Campus  Centre  is 
complete.  We  are  now- 
hoping,  with  the  approval  of 
S.A.G.E.  to  have  a 
referendum  proposed  as 
soon  as  it  is  constitutionally 
possible  for  our  own  levy  of 
$5-$  10  to  be  spread  over  a 
number  of  years  if 
necessary,  to  pay  for  the 
Bubble.  Mr.  Woods  of 
Span-Air  said  the  financial 
arrangements  can  be 
tailored  to  the  individual 
customer. 

If  the  bubble  concept  is 
accepted  by  the  E.C.C.  the 
Bubble  Co-ordinating 
Committee  proposes  to  have 
a  massive  fund  raising  drive 
this  summer  through  a 
walkathon,  chocolate  bar 
sales,  and  the  like  to  allow 
our  student  population  to 
demonstrate  to  the 
community  what  real 
student  power  is.  This,  of 
course,  is  not  to  prevent  the 
faculty  from  joining  us  in 
our  cause. 

If  we  are  fortunate 
enough  to  buy  the  bubble 
out  right,  and  we  find  that 
in  four  years  we  have  no 
need  for  it,  the  resale  value 
is  very  high.  The  only  real 
depreciation  is  in  the 
blowers  which,  like  all 
mechancial  devices,  suffer 
from  wear  and  tear.  We  have 


been  told  that  the  physical 
plant  could  use  the  bubble 
as  a  garage  or  storage  space 
after  we  are  through  with  it. 

The  innovative 
possibilities  of  a  bubble 
such  as  we  are  proposing, 
.are  limitless.  The  original 
concept  of  Erindale  College 
charged  us  with  the 
responsibility  of 
experimenting  with  new 
ideas,  and  try  to  break  away 
from  the  old  traditions.  I 
think  that  with  the  bubble, 
we  can  take  another  step 
forward  in  achieving  that 
purpose.

As  you  can  see,  we  of 
the  Bubble  Co-ordinating 
Committee  are  embarking 
on  a  task  of  great 
proportions.  It  is  up  to  us  to 
raise  the  money  to  buy  or 
finance  our  Bubble.  We 
need  people  to  work  and 
help  us  in  our  cause.  If  you 
wish  to  help  us  please

Public  Lecture 
The  Law  and  You 


"The  Toronto  Police 
Force  is  probably  the  best 
in  North  America".  "It  will 
be  very  difficult  to  replace 
Police  Chief  James  MacKay 
when  he  retires  later  this 
year,"  said  criminal  lawyer 
David  G.  Humphrey  Q.C, 
when  he  gave  a  public 
lecture  at  the  college,  March 
12th.  Mr.  Humphrey  first 
gave  a  brief  resume  of  the 
Canadian  Legal  structure, 
stating  that  "trial  by  judge 
and  jury  was  the  easiest  way 
to  have  a  serious  charge 
reduced.  The  jury  is 
composed  of  men  and 
women  who  are  only  human 
and  have  sympathetic 
hearts.  These  hearts  enter 
into  the  outcome  of  the 
trial;  in  many  cases  they 
shouldn't,  but  they 
invariably  do. 


A  question  period  from 
the  floor  followed  for  the 
next  two  and  a  half  hours. 
Several  questions  were 
centered  around  the  ethics 
of  a  criminal  lawyer;  that  is, 
how  can  he  feel  right  in 
defending  a  known  criminal 
who  he  knows  is  guilty.  In 
answer  to  this  Mr. 
Humphrey  replied  that- 
every  charged  person  is 
entitled  to  a  defense 
attorney.  "I'm  a  criminal 
lawyer;  I  get  all  the  'losers'. 
Nevertheless,  they  pay  me 
well;  even  though  it  is  'hot' 
money." 

Around  1 1 :00  p.m.  Mr. 
Humprhey  asked  when 
breakfast  is  served  around 
here.  The  lecture  ended. 

He  summarized  law  in 
this  manner:  "The  law  is  for 
you,  not  out  for  you  ..." 


Public  Lecture 
With  an  M.P. 


Last  Monday,  H.  Chapell  Q.C.  MP.  for  Peel  South, 
addressed  about  70  political  science  students.  Mr.  Chapell 
was  questioned  on  subjects  ranging  from  pollution,  arctic 
sovereignty,  and  backbenchers  to  party  politics  at  the 
municipal  level,  subsidies  to  western  farmers,  and  oil 
reserves. 

When  asked  about  the  U.S.  oil  restrictions  on  Canadian 
crude  oil,  Chapell  said  he  was  not  worried.  "I  think  we 
should  save  our  oil.  Why  do  we  have  to  sell  right  away?  .  .  . 
we'll  need  it  for  the  synthetic  industries  ...  in  the  future  it 
will  be  a  very  valuable  commodity." 

The  wheat  subsidies  to  western  farmers  had  Chapell's 
full  support.  To  him,  the  subsidies  were  the  perfect  short 
term  policy.  Chapell  thought  that  if  Canada's  government 
were  to  buy  the  wheat  and  gradually  give  it  away  it  would 
not  solve  any  problems  but  rather  create  an  international 
incident. 

On  the  matter  of  Arctic  Sovereignty  and  pollution, 
Chapell  had  very  little  to  say.  Jose  Garcia  summed  up 
Chappel's  stand  quite  well.  "As  a  typical  politician  you 
have  managed  to  pass  the  onus  on  to  the  public." 

Hillary  Chapell  has  great  regard  for  lawyers  in  politics 
and  lawyer  professors.  Even  his  fellow  backbenchers  have 
his  esteem.  "There  is  enough  material  among  the 
backbenchers  to  form  a  second  cabinet."  Unfortunately  or 
fortunately  Chapell  is  not  one  of  them.
